fro m the latter was necessary in his 
o wn defense. 
But Mr. Taft’s statem ent giving Mr. 
Ballinger a clean bill o f health did 
no t serve to sto p the attacks o n Mr. 
Ballinger. 
In p iagazines and newsp a­ 
p ers they have been renewed in a wav 
to give rise to a susp icio n that a co n­ 
certed p lan was being carried o ut to 
discredit the Taft adm inistratio n with 
the sup p o rters o f Theo do re Ro o sevelt 
thro ugh an endeavo r to create the im­ 
p ressio n that Mr. Taft, judged by the 
alleged actio ns o f his secretary o f the 
interio r, is no t in sy mp athy with Mr. 
Ro o sevelt’s p lan to p reserve the nat­ 
ural reso urces o f the co untry . 
Acco rding to Mr. Ballinger the ver­ 
bal assaults made o n him invo lve a 
mass o f m isrep resentatio n.

field, his p redecesso r in the interio r 
dep artm ent, withdrawing a millio n and 
a half acres o f p ublic land fro m entry 
and settlem ent in o rder to p ro tect 
water p o wers within this vast area 
had been issued under the stress o f 
emergency and was no t intended to be 
p ermanent. 
Mr. Ballinger’s actio n in 
resto ring a large p o rtio n o f this area 
to entry and settlem ent has been the 
basis fo r mo st o f the accusatio ns that 
ha is an enemy o f the co nservatio n 
p o licy and is wo rking in the interests 
o f a water p o wer mo no p o ly . 
Peo p le here have a vivid reco llec­ 
tio n o f Secretary Garfield s blanket o r­ 
der o f withdrawal and the circum­ 
stances under which it came to be is­ 
sued. There w as no time to make sur­ 
vey s o f p o wer sites befo re the Ro o se­

so methin g like 20,300 feet, o r within 
800 feet o f fo u r miles. It is mo re than 
a mile higher than Pike's p eak o r than 
an y o ther mo u n tain in the Un ited 
States o u tside o f Alaska. 
The o n e p articu lar ev en t that has 
n o w bro u ght Mo u n t McKin ley in to 
the p u blic ey e is, o f co u rse, the affida­ 
v it o f Edward N. Barrill den y in g that 
Dr. Frederick A. Co o k scaled the p eak 
in 1900, which led Dr. Co o k to in v ite 
An tho n y Fiala an d Pro fesso r Ilerschel 
C. Parker to head an ex p editio n to the 
to p o f the mo u n tain to fin d the Co o k 
reco rds said to hav e been left there. 
Bo th gen tlemen declin ed, Fiala o n the 
gro u n d that he is n o t a mo u n tain 
climber an d Parker fo r the reaso n that 
he had already o rgan ized an ex p edi­ 
tio n to go u p the mo u n tain n ex t su m­ 
mer. 
Dr. Co o k then an n o u n ced that 
he wo u ld lead a p arty u p Mo u n t Mc­ 
Kin ley himself. There fo r the p resen t 
the matter rests. 
* 
If Dr. Co o k carries o u t his an n o u n ced 
in ten tio n it will be his third trip to 
the big Alaskan mo u n tain . 
The first 
w'as made in 1903, when , with Ro bert 
Du n n o f Co lu mbia an d so me o thers, he 
tried to scale the p eak, bu t was fo rced 
to desist.

Tlie Parker Ex peditio n. 
Whatev er the fate o f Co o k. Pro fesso r 
Parker p ro mises to co n q u er the great 
mo u n tain if its su mmit can be reached 
by man . lie is an ex p erien ced mo u n ­ 
tain climber, hav in g scaled sev eral 
p eaks in British Co lu mbia hitherto 
deemed in accessible. There are six o f 
these mo u n tain s u p which Pro fesso r 
Parker made first ascen ts—Go o dsir. 
I Daw’so n , Hu n gabee, Deltafo rm, Biddle 
an d Lefro y . 
The icy an d p recip ito u s 
character o f the Can adian p eaks ren ­ 
der them p ecu liarly difficu lt.

Pro ­ 
fesso r Parker retu rn ed to New' Yo rk, 
an d the o thers scattered. 
Co o k an d 
Barrill remain ed to search o u t an o ther 
ro u te fo r the fo llo win g y ear an d later 
startled the wo rld by an n o u n cin g that 
they had reached the to p o f the mo u n ­ 
tain . 
On this p o in t Pro fesso r Parker 
has alway s been fran kly scep tical, an d 
o ther members o f the p arty hav e ex ­ 
p ressed the same do u bt, mo st o f them 
in sw?o ru affidav its. 
Inv o lv es the Po lar Co ntro v ersy . 
The Mo u n t McKin ley co n tro v ersy in ­ 
v o lv es that regardin g the disco v ery o f 
the n o rth p o le, to which it o ffers a 
startlin g p arallel. In bo th all members 
o f the p arty w*ere dismissed ex cep t o n e 
o r tw'o witn esses, an d in bo th these 
witn esses n o w' rep u diate Dr. Co o k’s 
claim an d assert that the ex p lo rer 
w’en t bu t a sho rt distan ce to w'ard the 
go al. 
In bo th cases Co o k say s he 
bu ried bis reco rds iu a small brass 
tu be. 
In bo th his descrip tio n o f the 
adv en tu re is fu ll o f co lo r au d literary 
charm, the sin gu lar p arallel ev en in ­ 
clu din g a referen ce to “p u rp le sn o ws’’ 
at the to p o f the p eak an d the to p o f 
the wo rld. An d In bo th Dr. Co o k has 
been do u bted by scien tists an d accep t­ 
ed by the gen eral p u blic. 
If the p o lar co n tro v ersy had n o t 
arisen it is scarcely p o ssible that an y ­ 
thin g fu rther wo u ld hav e been heard 
o f the Mo u n t McKin ley case. 
Bu t 
when Co o k made his claim to the big­ 
ger disco v ery the ev iden ce as to the 
smaller o n e became imp o rtan t. 
In ­ 
deed. mu ch o f t he do u bt aro u sed by his

If it were p ro v ed

Po o r Co o k! He fin ds his wo rd chal- 


in ches w’ide, climbin g u p almo st p er­ 
p en dicu lar cliffs by small p ro jectio n s, 
wedgin g themselv es u p in side o f “chim­ 
n ey s” a hu n dtjed feet high, “liftin g” 
themselv es o v er deep chasms, riskin g 
life rep eatedly in p laces where the 
misstep o f o n e man wo u ld hav e mean t 
the destru ctio n o f all, sin ce they w'ere 
lashed to gether—these were bu t a p art 
o f their hair raisin g ex p lo its. 
“The 
Swiss Alp s are child's p lay co mp ared 
with tho se mo u n tain s in British Co ­ 
lu mbia an d Alberta which I hav e ju st 
co n q u ered,” said Parker. 


The Disco v erer o f Helio n. 
Pro fesso r Herschel C. Parker was 
bo rn in Bro o kly n in 1SG7. 
He gradu ­ 
ated fro m the Co lu mbia Scho o l o f 
Min es an d is n o w p ro fesso r o f p hy sics 
in that u n iv ersity . Pro fesso r Parker's 
great achiev emen t in the scien tific 
W’o rld w’as the in v en tio n o f the hejio n 
filamen t fo r in can descen t lights. With 
o n e o ther man he ex p erimen ted fo r 
y ears befo re makin g the disco v ery . 
He has also written a bo o k o n electric­ 
al measu remen ts. 
Pro fesso r Parker’s 
mo u n tain climbin g in the Can adian 
n o rthwest w%as carried o n du rin g the 
y ears 1897 . 1899 an d 1903. They gain ­ 
ed him the n ame o f the greatest Amer­ 
ican mo u n tain eer an d o n e o f the fo re­ 
mo st in the wo rld. lie is a member o f 
the American Alp in e clu b. Ex p lo rers' 
clu b, Arctic clu b an d v ario u s o ther 
geo grap hic an d scien tific so cieties. 
Beimo re C. Bro wn e, who will acco m­ 
p an y Pro fesso r Parker in the Mo u n t 
McKin ley ex p editio n o f n ex t y ear, is 
also a mo u n tain climber o f n o te o n 
the Pacific co ast. 
He was the life o f 
the Co o k ex p editio n o f 1906 an d wro te 
a charmin g sketch o f the trip fo r o n e 
o f the magazin es. 
This seco n d Co o k ex p editio n , which 
was jo iu tly led an d p ro v ided fo r by 
Dr. Co o k an d Pro fesso r Parker, made 
its ap p ro ach to the great mo u n tain 
fro m the so u th. Go in g by ship to the 
head o f Co o k’s in let, it p ro ceeded by 
steam lau n ch u p the Su sbitn a riv er 
u n til its p ro gress was blo cked by rap ­ 
ids, wheDce the way was co n tin u ed 
by p ack train . 
After the greatest 
hardship s, in which members o f the 
ex p editio n were o ften In dan ger o f 


their liv es in cro ssin g an d reero ssin g 
the icy mo u n tain to rren ts, the great 
Alaskan ran ge was fin ally cro ssed at 
what is called Bro o ks p ass. 
Mo u n t 
McKin ley was then almo st circled fo r 
a p o ssible ap p ro ach an d fin ally was 
scaled to the height o f 11,600 feet, 
when farther p ro gress was en ded by 
an imp assable p m ip ice. 
It was then 
| that the attemp t was aban do n ed an d 
the p arty sep arated after retu rn in g to 
the ship . 
Parker w’en t ho me, Bro wn e 
wen t hu n tin g. Po rter wen t su rv ey in g, 
an d Co o k weu t to glo ry an d the to p 
o f the co n tin en t, 
altho u gh 
Barrill 
swears he o n ly wen t n ear glo ry an d 
W’as mo re than 10,000 feet belo w the 
to p o f the co n tin en t. At p resen t there 
is n o way to check u p o n the two ex ­ 
cep t to reco v er the little brass tu be. 
Parker say s that if he fin ds this v es­ 
sel o f ho n o r he will brin g it back with 
him. bu t Co o k will n o t giv e him the 
chan ce. He is go in g to fin d it himself. 
Well, stren gth to their arms, o r, rath­ 
er, to their legs! May they bo th reach 
the to p an d liv e to write bo o ks abo u t 
the “p u rp le sn o ws” that all w’ell reg­ 
u lated p eaks an d p o les are n o w su p ­ 
p o sed to w’ear. 
Hardest Climb cn Earth. 
Bu t if they do it they will hav e so me 
climbin g. Mo u n t McKin ley is n o w re­ 
garded as the hardest p eak to n ego ­ 
tiate o n earth. Of co u rse it is n o t so 
high as the Himalay as o r the An des, 
bu t p resen ts featu res o f mo re difficu lty 
than either. The tablelan d abo u t the 
Alaskan ran ge is less than a mile in 
height, while that su rro u n din g the 
Himalay as is two o r three miles u p , 
leav in g a greater sheer ascen t fo r the 
American mo u n tain than fo r tho se in 
Asia. As fo r the An des, they , to o , hav e 
a high tablelan d an d bu t little sn o w 
an d ice, while McKin ley is p ractically 
all ice an d sn o w’ abo v e 4 ,000 feet. An ­ 
o ther elemen t that makes the Alaskan 
mo u n tain a hard p ro p o sitio n is that 
o f the sheer p recip ices tho u san ds o f 
feet in height that ap p aren tly su rro u n d 
it o n ev ery side. On the to p it is co m- 
'p arativ ely flat, bu t it is a lo n g way to 
the to p . It has been liken ed in shap e 
to a brick stan din g o n en d. Two mo re 
featu res that make it difficu lt are the 
climate an d the fact that it is so far 
in lan d iu an almo st in accessible co u n ­ 
try . As a ru le, mo u n tain climbers p lan 
to reach the base o f their ascen ts in a 
fresh an d stro n g co n ditio n . 
In ap ­ 
p ro achin g Mo u n t McKin ley they are 
ex hau sted an d wo ru o u t befo re they 
reach the fo o t. 
The o n e side o f the great p eak which 
has n o t been ex p lo red an d fro m which 
n o attemp t has been made to scale it 
is o n the n o rth. 
It is p ro bable that 
the Parker ex p editio n will try it alo n g 
this ro u te. 
As fo r the Co o k ex p edi­ 
tio n . it will be alo n g the lin es o f that 
o f 1906 an d will fo llo w' the co u rse laid 
do wn in Dr. Co o k’s bo o k as that by 
which he readied the su mmit o f the 
mo u n tain . This in itself w ill be a test 
o f the tru th o f his ‘claims, whether o r 
n o t he fin ds the little brass tu be. If he 
climbs Mo u n t McKin ley alo n g the 
ro u te o f 1906, a feat that Pro fesso r 
Parker say s can n o t be p erfo rmed, that 
in itself will go far to ward establish­ 
in g Co o k’s fo rmer sto ry . 
It has also 
been su ggested that Barrill sho u ld 
lead an ex p editio n to the p o in t he 
swears that Co o k an d bimself reached 
an d rep ro du ce the p ho to grap hs that he 
asserts were taken by Co o k an d rep ­ 
resen ted as Mo u n t McKin ley p ictu res. 
Fo r ex amp le, he co u ld rep ho to grap h 
the p eak o n which he sto o d an d which 
Co o k p ho to grap hed as the to p o f Mc­ 
Kin ley , bu t which Barrill claims was 
twen ty miles distan t an d fu lly two 
miles lo wer iu altitu de. At p resen t n o 
defin ite step s hav e been taken to ward 
eq u ip p in g a Barrill ex p editio n , ho w­ 
ev er. 
It is o n ly in the talk stage, as 
is mo st o f this co n tro v ersy . 
Fo rmer Ex plo ratio ns. 
There hav e already been at least 
sev en Mo u n t McKin ley ex p editio n s, al­ 
tho u gh the first w'as scarcely wo rthy 
the n ame. 
It was that o f W. A. 
Dickey , a min in g p ro sp ecto r who was 
n o t lo o kin g fo r mo u n tain s, bu t fo r 
go ld. He o n ly saw’ the p eak at a dis­ 
tan ce, bu t its size so imp ressed him 
that he believ ed it the highest mo u n ­ 
tain o n the co n tin en t au d so rep o rted. 
Lackin g in stru men ts o f measu remen t, 
he gu essed ro u ghly that it was 20,000 
feet high, a remarkably accu rate esti­ 
mate. Mr. Dickey gav e the mo u n tain 
the n ame Mo u n t McKin ley . To ail in ­ 
ten ts au d p u rp o ses he wras its disco v ­ 
erer, altho u gh the Ru ssian s aro u n d 
Co o k in let had lo n g kn o wn o f its ex ­ 
isten ce an d called it Bu lshaia (big). 
The seco n d ex p editio n was that o f 
Ro bert Mu ldro w o f the Un ited States 
geo lo gical su rv ey , 
who wen t n ear 
en o u gh in 1898 to measu re the mo u n ­ 
tain fro m sev eral differen t an gles.* 
Av eragin g the resu lts, he an n o u n ced 
the height as 20,4 64 feet. In 1899 Lieu ­ 
ten an t Herro n , also o f the go v ern men t 
serv ice, su rv ey ed abo u t the mo u n tain 
an d sp en t a seaso n o f fearfu l hard­ 
ship in its v icin ity .

COOLING CALIFORNIA FRUIT. 


Plan to Prevent Decay on Long T r a n s ­ 
continental Trips. 
At Lodi, Cal., the Uuited States gov­ 
ernment is building a precooHng plant 
for the p.L.i'i >se of freezing grapes and 
other innt when placf ? in cars for 
shipment 
io eastern# po.’nts. 
It is a 
portable concern and will prove a great 
saving to the shippers iu that region, 
as by its system not the slightest loss 
of fruit from decay will result in 
transit. After the cars are loaded for 
shipment they are cooled by the am­ 
monia process, the government experts 
having fouud that ammonia accom­ 
plishes in a few hours what it takes 
ice to do iu several days. The fruits 
are immediately put under a cool tem­ 
perature, and, while ice is not done 
away with altogether, not so much of 
it is needed. 
As many cars as possible will be 
handled in the new cooling manner at 
Lodi, and the fruits will be inspected 
by certain employees of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture upon their arrival 
at the great markets of the east. This 
precooling plan is one of the necessi­ 
ties iu handling the Pacific coast fruits 
prior to their long journey across the 
continent.

FAITH DEFINED 
Heb 11, 1. 
“In my study of the subject of 
faith I examined more or less accu­ 
rately into two hundred and twenty 
texts of scripture and of all that 
number only one attempted a defini­ 
tion 
of 
faith. 
That 
definition 
stands at the head of the brightest 
galaxy of heroes and heroines that 
ever adorned the pages of history 
all given to illustrate the great sub­ 
ject of faith. 
“Notwithstanding God's plans 
to 
make it plain I know of no other 
doctrine in the word of God that has 
been so darkened by counsel nor that 
has suffered so much in the house of 
its friends. 
“There are two 
phases 
of 
this 
text (1) “Faith is the substance of 
things hoped for." In the original 
Greek the word which is translated 
“substance," has the force of a parti­ 
ciple or an active meaning. 
So the 
text really ought to read, “Faith is 
the substancing or making use 
of 
things hoped for.” A man gives me a 
cheek for $20. 
That check is 
not 
worth the paper it is written upon if 
I by faith do not make it real. 
I go 
to the store and order a bill of goods 
on that check with ju st as much con­ 
fidence as if I had a $20 gold piece 
in my pocket. 
“That is what the 
apostles 
did. 
They by faith 
made 
Christ 
real. 
“Lo I am with you,” but he was with 
them in no more reality than he is 
with us today. 
They could no more 
see him with the physieial eye than 
we 
can se him. 
But they believed 
he meant ju st what he said and they 
made it real. 
Going out wfith that 
confidence that Christ who had all 
power was right there with the power 
of the gospel as it has 
never been 
moved since. 
Brethren, \v© have the same Christ 
and the 
same 
promise. 
Can we 
make Him real? 
“The second element in this defi­ 
nition is “Faith is the evidence of 
things unseen.’ 
The word translated 
evidence is the same word as is used 
in the Greek court today, when the 
judge passes sentence upon a crim­ 
inal. 
He personally knows nothing 
about the criminal, 
but 
witnesses 
have come in and given evidence and 
he puts these various bits of evi­ 
dence togther and pronounces judg­ 
ment upon the accused ju st as if he 
had seen the whole thing himself. He 
uses things unseen. 
So this second 
element in faith is using things un­ 
seen. 
Moses endured as seeing Him 
who is invisible. 
In other words he 
used God, though he did not see him. 
Paul and Silas a t Philippi made God 
real and used Him. 
Daniel in the 
lions den made God real and used 
him to stop the lions mouths. 
“TVe must make God real today. 
He that eometh unto God must be­ 
lieve that He is and that He is a re­ 
warder of them who diligently seek 
Him.” 


“The only way for us to honor 
God today is to make him real by 
believing his promises and acting u p­ 
on them. 
If I made you a promise 
either written or spoken 
and 
you 
would not believe it nor act upon it 
you would insult me. Oh how wo in­ 
sult God by our unbelief.

Four Chicagoans Plunge Into 


the River.

Chicago, Nov. 8.—When an automo­ 
bile ran into an open drawbridge late 
Sunday, four persons, two men and 
two women, were plunged into the 
Chicago river at Jackson boulevard. 
W atchmen 
on 
the 
bridge 
heard 
scream s and saw' a man swimming 
down-stream with a woman clinging 
to his neck, after the touring car had 
disappeared beneath the surface. The 
cries soon ceased, and in a moment 
the swimmer and his burden were lost 
to sight in the darkness. 
Policemen 
and firemen on the fireboat Graeme 
Stewart began a search for the vic­ 
tims within a few moments after the 
alarm, and preparations were made to 
drag the river. 
The accident occurred at IO o’clock, 
when the bridge swung open to allow 
a tug to pass through. 
One automo­ 
bile was halted at the approach to the 
bridge when a small touring car, bear­ 
ing 
two men aud two women, ap­ 
proached at high speed. 
Although 
the watchman said he signalled, the 
lights were burning and the warning 
bell ringing, the car did not slacken 
its speed. When it got near the watch' 
man shouted a warning. 
An instant 
la te r .the car swerved lightly on the 
brink, plunged over, turned turtle and 
fell into the water. 
It sank immedi­ 
ately. 


m ile from the Highshew home. 
An 
examination of the ground about the 
spot revealed the footprints of a man, 
evidently wearing a large shoe. 
They 
were traced for several hundred yards, 
coming to the spot where the murder­ 
er evidently hid behind the fence wait­ 
ing for his victim to come. 
By bloodspots found along the road­ 
way it was evident that the horse con­ 
tinued on Its way home after the shot 
was fired. The horse entered the yard 
and went into the open barn door, 
wrhere it was found early in the morn­ 
ing. 
A postmortem examination re­ 
vealed a 32-caliber bullet in the head 
below the left ear.

When interviewed, Mrs. Highshew, 
widow of the murdered man, stated 
that she knew of no reason for the 
deed.
